3. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art does not teach the all-terrain welding equipment cart as recited in claim 1 , 
which includes a gas bottle, a welding machine and a base, which is supported by front 
and rear wheels. The front wheel has independent suspension system including 
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suspension arms, each of the suspension arms including axles connected to an end 
portion thereof. The suspension arms mounted to a mounting bracket. The mounting 
bracket has suspension arm limit stops mounted to a lower portion of the mounting 
bracket to prevent the axles from excess travel in a downward direction in relation a the 
base. The suspension arms independently supported by springs, wherein the welding 
cart having a gas bottle holding frame and a platform to support said welding machine. 
This recitation, in combination with the rest of the recited elements, clearly defines over 
the prior art.
